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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 1-29 are currently pending in the application is acknowledged. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

a) Species I, claims 6-13: A semiconductor device comprises a metal wiring conductor 
which is formed by filling a wiring trench with Cu containing metal. 

b) Species II, claims 14-21: A semiconductor device comprises a metal plug which is 
formed by filling an opening with Cu containing metal. 

b) Species HI, claims 22-29: A semiconductor device comprises a metal wiring 
conductor and a metal plug which are formed by filling a wiring trench and an opening with Cu 
containing metal. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally , 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-5 are generic. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
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currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a petition under 37 CFR 
1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 17(i).
